I T was a warm summer day in 1933 The finest 
high school sprinters' in the nation lined up for 
the start of the 100-yard dash. The official 
starter raised his gun, and paused momentarily as 
he looked over this array of athletes who had come 
to compete in the National Interscholastic Cham- 
pionships at the University of Chicago. 

“On your marks — get set” — BAM! They were 
off in a Maze of flashing spikes and flying cinders. 
At first they were bunched closely. Then at the 
fifty-foot mark a slender Negro boy, wearing the 
colors of Hast Technical High School of Cleveland, 
Ohio, burst into the lead as if propelled by a 
cannon. His thin legs ate up the cinder track with 
the grace of a gazelle. The rest of the field was 
left hopelessly behind. As his boyish chest broke 
the rape across thd finish line the official timers 
clicked their watches and blinked their eyes. 

There was a hurried consulation. They checked 
their watches, shook their heads in disbelief. Bur 
their highly accurate timepieces checked perfectly. 
They didn’t lie. The crowd buzzed with curiosity 
over the delay. Then it came, and the low buzz 
turned into a roar of acclaim as the announcer’s 
voice sang out: “Time for the 100-yard dash, 09.4 
seconds, a new American record, by Jesse Owens, 
East Technical High, Cleveland. Ohio.” 

When they lined up for the 220-yard dash, slim 
Jesse was among the starters. There was no one 
close to him at the finish. Once again the officials 
went into conference. Lightning had strufrk twice. 
Young Owens had shattered another mark and had 
set a new American record of 20.7 seconds. 

But Jesse was just beginning. A few minutes 
later he had officials checking their tape measures 
as lie shattered the running broad jump mark and 
set a new standard of 24 feet 1 1 14 inches. Jesse 
Owens’ unprecedented triple record-shattering vic- 
tory set the track and field world back on its heels. 
Never had a schoolboy run so fast or jumped so 
far. 

Owens’ performance that afternoon was only 
the forerunner of things to come. Jesse matriculated 
at Ohio State. His primary aim was to better his 
status in life through a good education. But he 
still found plenty of tipie to devote to his first 
love — track. 

Bans around the country received word of 
Jesse’s scholastic track triumph with some skep- 
ticism. It just didn’t seem possible. “Must have’ 
had a strong wind at his back,’’ was the typical 
comment. Jesse’s pride had been deeply hurt. He 


was determined to dispel any doubts, and to do 
it as quickly as possible. People really began to 
sit up and take notice when this Ohio State fresh- 
man set a new world mark of 25 feet 3 Vi inches in 
the running broad jump. Let them laugh that one 
off. 

The following season Owens opened his outdoor 
campaign by becoming the first human being ever 
to jump 26 feet when he exceeded that mark by 
1 / inches. There was no stopping the Ohio flash 
now. • 

Records t ell like tenpins before Owens. He 
racked up victory after victory in the dashes, 
broad jump and low hurdles. In spectacular fashion 
the Cleveland- youngster swept to triumphs in 
the Wisconsin, Northwestern, Chicago and Big 
Ten Championships. In 1935 the entire world was 
singing his praises after his prodigious victory in 
tjie Big Ten Championhips at Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan. He was .a one-man track team. Typical of the 
press reports on his accomplishments is this ex- 
cerpt: 

“. j. . Briefly, what Owens has done in the past 
fortnight is this: Twice equalled Frank Wyckoff’s 
world record of 09.4 for the 100-yard dash (a feat 
he had already accomplished in high school); 
shattered all listed standards for the 220-yard dash 
with a 20.3, and leaped farther than any other 
human being has or could hope to, with a broad 
jump of 26 feet S% inches. What next?” 

Jesse Owens was the toast of the nation. Despite 
his amazing deeds, and the adulation to which he 
was subjected', Jesse remained a regular guy — a 
guy whose hat still fit. 

The following year — 1936 — was an Olympic 
year. Jesse made the team with ease. The Olympics 
meant a great deal to the Negro lad, and to his 
people, for the traditional contests were to be held 
in' Berlin, Germany. The Berlin of the pre-war 
years. 4 

Adolph Hitler, almost at the height of his power 
in that year, was preaching the gospel of Nordic 
racial superiority to his fanatical followers. He had 
made 'vitriolic comments on the decadent Ameri- 
cans and their ridiculous democracy. He had 
ridiculed the American Olympic team and had 
made pointed remarks qbout its Negro members. 
Hadn’t Max Schmeling, the pride of Germany’s 
heavyweight boxers, just knocked out Joe Louis? 
Didn’t this prove that the Nazis we[e a master 
race, far superior to any American or any Negro? 
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A smile of satisfaction crossed Jesse Owens’ 
face as lie qualified for the trip to Berlin. He had 
a persona! score to settle with Herr Hitler. 

The day for which Jesse had long been waiting 
finally arrived. It was not an ideal day for running. 
The sky was dark and ominous. A slight drizzle 
began to fall. The air was cool. Still the stadium 
was packed with 110,000 frenzied Nazis who had 
come to see the Nordic warriors turn back the 
0 non-Aryan hordes. What a bitter blow they were 

0 about to receive. Jesse Owens was destined to 

* overshadow any previous individual performance 
n the world had ever seen. 

e As they lined up for the start of the 100-meter 
run, Jesse glanced quickly around the immense 
r stadium for a glimpse of Der Fuehrer. He had not 
r yet arrived. No matter. Jesse 
y steeled himself and was off with 

1 the gun. No one ever came close 
to him. Jesse Owens flashed 

e across the finish line, sailing free 
and going away. The announce- 
’ ment of the time was made in 
1 German. It was met with silence, 
y then a- polite spattering of ap- 
3 plause. Jesse was disappointed. 

J This meant his time couldn’t 
have been anything special. But 

* as he neared the team bench, 

“ head lowered, his team-mates 

rushed over and pounded him 
on the back. Jesse Owens had 
t just set a new Olympic record, 
s 10.3 seconds. .The crowd wasn’t 
c as enthusiastic, \ however. Wait 
; ’til the next race. It couldn’t 
> happen again, 
r Then, a sudden roar. from the crowd. Drums 
1 rolled and the cry of, “Sieg heil!” thundered 
through the stadium. Herr Hitler had arrived; too 
late to see Owens’ victory, but Dcr Fuehrer was 
| to have another chance. Jesse was entered in the 
200-meter run. 

1 Jesse’s spikes ate up the cinders as he pounded 
arovlnd the track kicking his heels in the face of his 
competitors. Never had he run so hard. Never had 
he run so fast. Jesse could feel it deep within him- 
self. He didn’t have to wait for the announcement 
I to know that he had shattered another mark. The 
official time showed 20.7 seconds, a new world and 
Olympic mark. 

Jesse was tired from his supreme effort in the 
dashes but was determined to chalk up one more 
j win for the day. His specialty was coming up. The 
running broad jump. 

Here was an event Owens could win in his sleep 
with one hand tied behind his back. Despite his 
fatigue, Jesse leaped’26 feet 5 5/16 inches to set 
a n<?w Olympic mark in that event. 

That night a tired but happy Jesse Owens dozed 
off, thinking of the crowning satisfaction that 
would be his, when he stood up to receive the 


awards from Adolph Hitler himself. 

The following day Jesse added further to the 
Nazi’s embarrassment bv-rimning a leg on the 400- 
meter relay team. He and his team-mates, Ralph 
Metcalfe, also a Negro, Draper and Wyckoff 
drummed out a dazzling 39.8 to set a new world 
and Olympic mark. 

Herr Hitler could stand it no longer Before the 
day’s activities came to a close he had sneaked 
out a back entrance and driven away from the 
stadium. 

Jesse Owens received no acclaim from the 
German people or their nominal head. But this 
story has a strange climax. 

Fifteen years later, more than 70,000 Germans 
of West Berlin jammed their way into Olympic 
Stadium to cheer and whistle 
for an all-Negro basketball team 
known as the Harlem Globe 
Trotters. Just before High Com- 
missioner John J. McCloy threw 
out the ball to open the game, a 
helicopter came whirring over 
the stadium. It hovered over- 
head for a 'moment, and . then 
made a landing in the center of 
the hushed stadium The door 
opened and out strode Jesse 
Owens, clad in track shorts and 
spikes — looking just as he did 
that day in 1936. 

Jesse stepped to a microphone 
and spoke to this new generation 
of Germans. He spoke to them 
of the advantages of life in a 
democratic world, the need for 
peace and good will among man- 
kind. Never before had anyone spoken with such 
sincerity. When he finished there was a moment 
of silence and then the children of those who had 
scorned Jesse filled the air with wild acclaim: “Run, 
Jesse, run!” they cried. 

Slowly, deliberately, the great champion stepped 
onto the cinder track and jogged around the great 
oval. When the “Buckeye Bullet” reached- the end 
of the track, and headed for the dressing room, 
there wasn’t a dry eye in the stadium. But the most 
thrilling moment was yet to come. „ 

Mayor Schrieber of West Berlin, approached 
Jesse. He raised his hand to silence the crowd. 
Then, in a quivering, sincere voice, that all eoujd 
hear, he spoke: 

“In 1936, Hitler refused to shake your hand. 
Mr. Owens, I offer you both of mine!” 

At last a hero had received his just reward, for 
surely this is what Jesse had been fighting for 
all his life. The sports world will never forget those 
momentous days of 1936, but to Jesse Owens the 
great moment did not come until fifteen years later . }

This is the story of a boy named Gerry "He lived 
or. an island in the Caribbean where, with his two 
brothers, he helped his mother work their small 
farm. Even as a lad of six Gerry had to do his share 
of work to help make ends meet. He was a bright 
lad and his mother had high hopes for him. . 

When Gerry was old enough he went off to school 
in a large city not far from the farm. His grades 
were excellent, and he seemed to be applying him- 
self diligently. But one evening lie came home from 
school with his clothes muddy and torn, his face 
cut and bleeding.

Then, when the 
others lay down to sleep, he dragged his books 
from the shelf and studied until his eyes refused to 
remain open. 


Packed into his wiry 75-pound frame was a 
world of drive, stamina and natural ability that 
soon made him the scourge of his weight division.

Six months after he joined the academy he 
was crowned champion. 

Because there were no regularly scheduled box- 
ing programs Gerry traveled the “bootleg” boxing 
circuit, fighting wherever he could for whatever 
he could get. Sometimes the payoff would amount 
to only two or three°dollars. More often than not 
the only pay was sandwiches and coffee. One day 
Gerry had to carry the ring poles, ropes and equip- 
ment 14 miles, set them up and then sell the tickets. 
After fighting and winning the main event he dis- 
covered that this was another “sandwich and 
coffee” night. Gerry made up his mind that night. 
Now seventeen, he felt that he was big enough and 
strong enough to make his own way and carve a 
career for himself in the ring. 

He took leave of his mother and journeyed to 
the capital city of the little island. There he sought 
out a manager and displayed his ability. Soon he 
•was fighting regularly. He won 'his first fight by a 
knockout. In his third he defeated an established 
main-eventer Gerry was on his way! The islanders 
were so impressed with the newcomer that they 
demanded a bout with the national featherweight 
champion. The match was made. Gerry trained hard 
for this big event! He worked like a demon. When 
liis arms were ready to drop from fatigue he forced 
them to turn the skipping rope faster. By fight 
night Gerry was ready. Then fate intervened. 

At the weigh-in ceremonies when the examining 
physician put his stethoscope to Gerry’s chest the 
young fighter pitched ovqr on his face! The doctor 
felt his forehead, signalled for a stretcher and 
rushed bin) to the hospital.

The dread tropical disease ravaged his young 
body. His temperature soared and his body jerked 
convulsively as he was alternately seized with 
chills and fever.

Les Patrick, the old “Silver Fox” himself. Forty- 
four years old! This was a game for young men! 
But Les was out there, nevertheless. For two. peri- 
ods the Maroons stormed the Ranger nets, and for 
two periods old Les held the fort. His stick was like a 
whirling windmill. He jumped, slid, pushed and 


flew about the cage like a wildcat. The puck 
bounced back as if there was an invisible wall be- 
tween the Ranger goal and the Maroons. The 
Rangers rallied around their gallant boss. If he 
could tame the rampaging Maroons so could they! 
T he final score read Rangers 2 — Montreal 1. After 
that game Montreal was out of the running. Les 
Patrick had shown his boys how to win. When the 
series’ smoke cleared the New York Rangers, rookie 
sensations of the National Hockey League, had 
won the Stanley Cup by three games to two.
